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The Diocese of Olympia omitted the publication of the 
Convention Journals of 1932 and 1933 for financial rea- 
sons. 


Realizing, however, that the records were thereby ren- 
dered unavailable, it was decided to publish this copy of the 
Proceedings of the Annual Conventions of 1932, 1933 and 
1934 and the Special Convention of 1933, in greatly con- 
densed form, together with the statistical tables for those 
years and such reports as are valuable as vital statistics or 
from the viewpoint of historical record. 


Those reports which are referred to but not published 
are on file in the Bishop’s Office, and are open to inspection 
at any time. 
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JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS 


The twenty-second annual Convention of the Diocese of Olympia 
met in Trinity Church, Seattle, Washington, on Tuesday morning, 
February 2, 1932. The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop 
of the Diocese, assisted by the Rev. Coleman EB. Byram, Ph. D., and the 
Rev. T. A. Hilton and the Rev. Frederick Luke. 

The Bishop of the Diocese preached the Convention sermon. 

A constitutional quorum was declared present and the Convention 
organized for business. 

The Rev. C. S. Mook was elected Secretary, and the Rev. G. A. 
Wieland Acting Secretary for this Convention by reason of illness on 
the part of Mr. Mook. The Rev. W. G. Horn was appointed Assistant 
Secretary. 

The Bishop nominated Mr. Ivan L. Hyland as Chancellor; the Rev. 
Messrs. H. H. Gowen, R. Franklin Hart, Paul B. James and George A. 
Wieland as Examining Chaplains; and the Rev. R. Franklin Hart as 
Dean of the Southern Deanery, all of which nominations were ratified 
by Convention. Appointment of the Dean of the Northern Deanery was 
deferred until a later date. 

The Bishop nominated the following for membership on the Dio- 
cesan Council, to be voted on by Convention for two clerical and two 
lay terms of three years each, and one clerical term of one year, to fill 
an unexpired term; Clerical: Rev. Messrs. T. A. Hilton, George A. 
Wieland, W. G. Horn, S. P. Robertson, E. B. Christie, E. C. Schmeiser; 
Lay: Messrs. Ivan L. Hyland, H. M. Rudd, Frederick Young, Miss 
Beatrice Turrell. The elections the following day resulted in the elec- 
tion of the Rev. W. G. Horn and the Rev. George A. Wieland, Mr. Ivan 
L. Hyland and Mr. H. M. Rudd for three-year terms, and the Rev. S. P. 
Robertson to fill the unexpired term of one year. [ 

At the opening of the afternoon session, the Bishop gave his sta- 
tistical report (1). 

The recommendations of the Committee on Privilege were ap- 
proved as follows: 

“That the Convention cancel one-half of all accumulated arrears 
on assessment, provided that the parishes and missions in question 
will assume the other half, payable over a five-year period, i. e., one- 
fifth of that amount to be added each year to the regular assessment 
of that year. . 

“That the Convention give to all parishes and missions now in 
arrears on the assessment a voice and vote in this Convention pro- 
vided some reasonable payment be made on the assessment for 1931 
as a token of good faith. 

“That in the case of those parishes and missions owing a balance 
on the ot assessment only, they be given the privilege of paying this 
ENA in annual installments over a five-year period as heretofore 
specified.”

The Rev. W. B. Turrill was re-elected Registrar. 

Mr. W. H. Middleton was re-elected Trustee of the Diocese of 
Olympia, Incorporated, for a five-year term.

The following reports were read and approved: Registrar; Secre- 
tary of the Church Pension Fund; Commission on Church Architec- 
ture; Special Commission on Diocesan History; Bishop’s Discretionary 
Fund; Bishop’s Travel Expense Account. 

A resolution relative to the sale of firearms and ammunition was 
referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

At the evening session of Convention, reports were received on 
the Rural Work, the University Work, the Mary and Martha Hall, the 
Annie Wright Seminary, the Children’s Educational Foundation, Work 
among the Deaf, St. Peter’s Japanese Mission, the White River Mis- 
sion, the Olympia Churchman, the Church Supply Company, the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, the Seamen’s Church ‘Institute of Tacoma, 
and Social Work at the parish house in Port Angeles. 
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Convention was called to order at 9:45 on Wednesday morning, 
February 3. 

The Budget for 1932 was presented by the chairman of the Field 
Department, the Rev. R. F. Hart, and after discussion adopted, in the 
amount of $11, 100.00 for the assessment budget and $10,785.00 for the 
apportionment budget ($8,785.00 for diocesan mission and $2,000.00 
for the General Church Program). 

The report of the Standing Committee was adopted. 

Three resolutions concerning proposed amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the General Church were read by the Secretary. 

Mr. G. C. Morrill, Treasurer of the Diocese of Olympia, Incor- 
porated, presented his report which was adopted (3). 

The report of the Committee on Canons was presented and 
adopted as amended.. 

All Saints’ Parish, Seattle, was permitted to return to the status 
of an organized Mission. 

The Bishop pronounced the Benediction and the Convention ad- 
journed sine die.

The twenty-third annual Convention of the Diocese of Olympia 
met in St. Peter’s Japanese Mission, Seattle, Washington, on February 
7, 1933, at 10:00 A. M. The Holy Communion was celebrated by the 
Bishop of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. S. Arthur Huston, D.D., assisted 
by the Rt. Rev. Thomas Jenkins, D.D., Bishop of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of Nevada, and by the Rev. Rodney J. Arney and the Rev. 
George A. Wieland. Bishop Jenkins preached the Convention Sermon. 

A quorum was reported present. 

The Rev. C. S. Mook was elected Secretary, and appointed the 
Rev. W. G. Horn as Assistant Secretary. 

The Bishop appointed the Honorable Ivan L. Hyland as Chancellor 
of the Diocese. 

At the afternoon session the Bishop read his annual address (1). 


The Committee on Privilege recommended that seats and the 
courtesy of the floor be given to the Rt. Rev. Thomas Jenkins, Bishop 
of Nevada, to the Rev. E. C. Van Hise and to Mrs. F. A. Habersham;

An invitation to hold the next Convention in Tacoma was ac-

This new church was dedicated by 
me on the Third Sunday in Advent.

Epiphany Parish, Seattle, owing to the constant pressure for 
room through the continued growth of its Church School, has con- 
structed a large room for this and other uses—the whole constitut- 
ing a very substantial addition to its parish equipment.

It is with the deepest regret that I am compelled to report the 
closing of two institutions during the past year—the Seamen’s 
Church Institute of Tacoma, and Lindley Hall in connection with the 


University of Washington.

Attention needs to be called to the fact that we now have nine- 
teen or twenty parishes and missions in this diocese carrying in- 
debtedness on building programs which aggregates about $300,000.00, 
constituting a per capita indebtedness for every communicant in the 
diocese of nearly $35.00. These debts vary in size from $600.00 to 
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$200,000.00—or a parochial per capita of from $4.45 to something in 


excess of $130.00. 
* * * * * * 


Moreover, it is needless to remark that these loans are baving 
no little effect upon the missionary cause as it obtains in the Dio- 
cese of Olympia. How often do we hear it said somewhat on this 
wise: “My dear Bishop—we are sorry,—but we have builded unto 
ourselves a new church, or (it mayhap) a new parish house, or a 
new rectory, and therefore we cannot pay our missionary apportion- 
ment.” The fitting reply to which is, that such action is a denial 
of the main purpose for which the Church exists. In fact, I am willing 
to set it down unequivocally that any parish or mission—debts or 
no debts—which is doing nothing, or next to nothing, for the cause 
of missions is not conducting itself as a Christian institution—and 
in so saying I am convinced beyond peradventure of a doubt that the 
Founder of the Church would concur. This pernicious philosophy 
which maintains that we cannot do anything for the other fellow 
until we have done everything that is to be done for ourselves is the 
classic illustration and exemplification of that spiritual law embod- 
jed in Jesus’ own words, “Whosoever will save his life shall lose it.”

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REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE DIOCESE OF 
OLYMPIA, INCORPORATED 


The Treasurer of the Diocese of Olympia, Inc., has in his care 
the following funds: 

Episcopal Endowment Fund. 
Bishop’s House Fund. 

Diocesan Emergency Fund. 

St. Andrew’s Church Fund, Tacoma. 
St. Andrew’s Building Fund, Tacoma. 
St. Andrew’s Mission, Orilla. 

Deaf Mute Fund. 

Bishop Keator Scholarship Fund. 

All Saints’ Mission, Larchmont Fund. 

I have placed on file with the Secretary a detailed statement of all 
of these Funds, together with the Certificate of Audit from Messrs. 
Lester, Herrick & Herrick, Certified Public Accountants, and would 
like to discuss briefly the Endowment Fund and the Bishop’s House 
Fund. The other funds, with the exception of the St. Andrew’s 
Church of Tacoma, in which there are total investments and cash of 
a book value of $16,533.43, and the Diocesan Emergency Fund, in 
which the total investments and cash amount to $3,794.19, are small 
funds, whose capital account runs from a few dollars up to around 
$600 or $700 at the most, and I will not take your time today to go 
into detail regarding them. 

The Episcopal Endowment Fund is the Fund, as you all know, 
out of which income a substantial portion of the Bishop’s salary is 
paid. Last year the income from the investments in this fund amounted 
to $3,043.22. There was remitted to us by the Diocesan Council to 
supplement the fund on account of the Bishop’s salary, $1,855.00. 
There was a surplus of income carried over from the previous year of 
$98.44, making a total income amount available for disbursement 
during the year of $4,996.66. The disbursements made were as fol- 
lows:

leaving the income account overdrawn on January 15, when we closed 
our books, to the extent of $18.60. In addition to that, you will note 
Capital investments in this fund consist of:

In addition to this, there are total unpaid pledges of various par- 
ishes still carried on the books, of $2,869.14. None of these parishes 
have paid any interest on their pledges during the past year, and 
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this asset item can be considered as of little present value, though 
we hope, of course, that it will be ultimately good. 


The income on the account, based on present investments, should 
be $3,051.78 for the coming year; a slight increase of around $8.00 
over the’ year before. With conditions as they are, however, and, in 
reality, getting somewhat worse from the standpoint of debtors being 
unable to pay and no apparent betterment in sight for some months, it 
is reasonable to suppose that we may suffer some decline in this esti- 
mated income during the year. 

The Bishop’s House Fund has given the Finance Committee and 
the Treasurer a great deal of concern. This is almost entirely due 
to the fact that the various parishes have not been able during the 
past year to pay their allotment. This has resulted in our inability 
tc make the payment which was due November 1 on the First Mort- 
gage of $250; and to pay the interest on the Second Mortgage, due 
November 1, in the amount of $75.00. 


A report of income shows that on January 15 there was overdue 
first mortgage interest of $75, unpaid at that time. This has since 
been paid. The plan under which the house was purchased for the 
Bishop provided that his former house allowance of $100 a month 
be paid by the Council to the Treasurer to be applied on the service 
of the first and second mortgages on the house. This was to be sup- 
plemented by the net earnings from investments in the Bishop’s 
House Fund, which last year amounted to $247.50, and should be the 
same amount during the coming year. 

The capital investment on our books in the Bishop’s House Fund 
as of January 15, was as follows:

The Bishop read his address in which after a thorough consid- 
eration of the present financial difficulties he recommended the pas- 
sage of some such resolution as follows, as one which would offer 
the best way out. This resolution was subsequently recommended by 
the Committee on Privilege and adopted by the Convention: 


“Be it Resolved by this Convention: 


1. That the actual deficit of previous years, plus the estimated 
deficit for the current year caused by unpaid assessment quotas, be 
equitably pro-rated among all those parishes and missions which shall 
be delinquent in any amount for any year or years prior to 1933. 


2. That the pro-rating under this resolution be committed to a 
special committee of three or five to be nominated by this house. 


3. That when quotas arrived at under this resolution are sent 
out, they be accompanied with a copy of this resolution and the same 
be sent to the clergy, vestrymen or bishop’s committeemen and to 
the delegates to this Convention who represent parishes or missions 
affected.” 


The Bishop appointed as members of this special committee the 
Rev. G. A. Wieland, the Rev. Paul B. James, Mr. Frank Latcham, Mr. 
H. B. Wilbur and Mr. H. D. McGirr. 

The Convention recommended to the Diocesan Council the favor- 
able consideration of the “Bishop’s Pence” plan. 


The Bishop pronounced the Benediction and the Convention ad- 
journed. -

40 TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS 


The twenty-fourth annual Convention of the Diocese of Olympia 
met in St. Mark’s Church, Tacoma, Washington, on February 6, 1934 
at 10:00 a. m. The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop 
of the Diocese, the Rt. Rev. S. Arthur Huston, D. D., assisted by the 
Rev. G. A. Wieland, S.T.D., as Epistoler, and the Rev. Rodney J. 
Arney, D.D., as Gospeler. 

The Bishop read “The Message” from the Presiding Bishop. 

The Assistant Secretary called the roll of the canonical clergy 
and announced a quorum present (twenty-six) in the clerical order. 
He then called the roll of the delegates from the several parishes and 
missions entitled to seats in the Convention, and announced a quo- 
rum present in the lay order (five parishes and fifteen missions). 

The Rev. W. G. Horn was elected Secretary of the Convention 
and appointed as his assistant the Rev. Elmer B. Christie. 

On the recommendation of the Committee of Review of Arrear- 
ages, appointed at the Special Convention on November 3, 1933, the 
following parishes and missions having met the revised Assessment, 
were restored to full union with Convention: Parishes—Bellingham, 
St. Paul’s; Kent, St. James’; Olympia, St. John’s; Seattle, Christ 
Church; Missions—Interlaaken, St. George’s; Longview, Grace Church; 
Tacoma, St. John’s. 

The Bishop appointed the Honorable Ivan L. Hyland as Chan- 
cellor, with Mr. Horton C. Force acting as Chancellor pro tem by 
reason of the illness of Mr. Hyland. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, the Bishop read his an- 
nual Address, the statistical portions of which are published (1). 

The Committee on Privilege by its chairman, the Rev. Sidney H. 
Morgan, presented its report, naming the parishes and missions en- 
titled to representation, and the remaining portion of the report, as 
amended by the Convention, is herewith incorporated: 

“Your committee further recommends that special consideration 
be given to parishes and missions yet delinquent in diocesan assess- 
ments as follows: That the thirteen parishes and missions in arrears 
for more than two years prior to this 1934 Convention and which 
have not yet availed themselves of the reduced assessment, be given 
until June 1 to comply with such special offer. 

“We recommend that seat and the courtesy of the floor be ex- 
tended to the Rev. J. B. Pennell, and to Chaplain Tipton Wood of the 
U.S.S. Saratoga.” 

Mr. G. C. Morrill was re-elected Treasurer of the Diocese of Olym- 
pia, Incorporated. 

The Rev. George A. Wieland was re-elected Registrar. 

The following nominations were made: 

To the Standing Committee—Clerical, the Rev. Messrs. George A. 
Wieland, Sidney H. Morgan, W. B. Turrill, Rodney J. Arney, C. S. 
Mook; Lay, Messrs. B. Pelly, Ivan L. Hyland, C. E. Claypool, H. B. 
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Wilbur. (The Rev. W. B. Turrill having withdrawn his name, the 
remainder were declared elected on the following day.) 

To the General Convention—Clerical, The Rev. Messrs. E. C. 
Schmeiser, T. DeWitt Tanner, Paul B. James, John D. McLauchlan, 
George A. Wieland, S. P. Robertson, W. G. Horn, E. C. R. Pritchard; 
Lay, Messrs. H. B. Wilbur, N. B. Coffman, W. Yale Henry, Milnor 
Roberts, William Redfield, R. B. Wolfe, A. J. Quigley, Horton (C. 
Force. (At the election the following day the results were as fol- 
lows: Deputies (Clerical), the Rev. Messrs. George A. Wieland, S. P. 
Robertson, W. G. Horn, E. C. Schmeiser; (Lay), Messrs. H. B. Wilbur, 
N. B. Coffman, R. B. Wolfe, H. C. Force; Alternates (Clerical), the 
Rev. Messrs. John D. McLauchlan, HE. C. R. Pritchard, Paul B. James, 
T. DeWitt Tanner; (Lay), Messrs. Milnor Roberts, A. J. Quigley,

The Bishop was authorized to appoint Deputies to the Provincial 
Synod when assured that the Synod would be held. 

Diocesan Council: The Bishop nominated the following to be 
voted upon for a three-year term: Clerical, the Rev. Messrs. John 
D. McLauchlan, Sidney Morgan, S. P. Robertson, T. DeWitt Tanner; 
Lay, Messrs. R. C. Burton, H. D. McGirr, A. M. Harris, R. B. Wolfe. 
At the elections the second day, the following were elected: The 
Rev. Messrs. S. P. Robertson, John D. McLauchlan, Messrs. A. M. 
Harris, H. D. McGirr. 

Mr. B. Pelly was re-elected Trustee of the Diocese of Olympia, 
Incorporated, for a five-year term. 

The Rev. R. J. Arney, the Rev. E. C. R. Pritchard, Mr. L. A. 
Nicholson and Mr. Joshua Green were re-elected Trustees of the 
Episcopal Church in Western Washington for a one-year term. 

The Bishop’s nomination of the following as Examining Chap- 
lains was confirmed by Convention: The Rev. Messrs. H. H. Gowen, 
R. Franklin Hart, Paul B. James, George A. Wieland. 

The Bishop appointed the Rev. W. G. Horn and the Rev. S. P. 
Robertson as Deans of the Northern and Southern Deaneries, re- 
spectively. 

On recommendation of the chairman of the Department of 
Finance of the Diocesan Council, the sum of $9,000.00 was adopted 
as a maximum for the assessment budget for 1934, and the sum of 
$7,080.00 ($3,540.00 for diocesan missions and $3,540.00 for the Gen- 
eral Church Program) as a maximum for the apportionment budget. 

At the evening session of the Convention, the following reports 
were accepted: The Children’s Educational Foundation, the Church 
Supply Company, the Mary and Martha Hall, the Annie Wright Sem- 
inary, St. Peter’s Japanese Mission, White River Valley Japanese 
Mission, Work Among the Isolated Communicants and at the Jap- 
anese Missions, Flood Relief Work in the Japanese Missions. 

A celebration of the Holy Communion was held at St. Mark’s 
Church, at 7:30 Wednesday morning, February 7. 
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At 10:00 a. m. the Convention was called to order. 
The report of the Treasurer of the Diocesan Council was pre- 


sented (2). 
The report of the Secretary of the Diocesan Council was pre- 


sented. 

The chairman of the Department of Finance announced that the 
assessment quotas for 1934 would be approximately two-elevenths 
lower than those of 1933, and that the apportionment quotas would 
be approximately one-half those of 1933, and that all quotas would be 
published as soon as feasible after Convention. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Diocese of Olympia, Incor- 
porated, was presented (3).

Dr. Ira L. Neill, Senior Warden of Trinity Parish, Seattle, of- 
fered the hospitality of that parish for the next, the Twenty-fifth An- 
nual Convention of the Diocese, to be held in 1935. The invitation was 
accepted with thanks. 

Upon motion, the Convention adjourned sine die. The Bishop 
pronounced the Benediction.

REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE DIOCESE OF 
OLYMPIA, INCORPORATED 


The Treasurer of the Diocese of Olympia, Inc., has in his care 
the following funds: 
Episcopal Endowment Fund. 
Bishop’s House Fund. 
Diocesan Emergency Fund. 
St. Andrew’s Church Fund, Tacoma. 
St. Andrew’s Building Fund, Tacoma. 
St. Andrew’s Mission, Orilla. 
Deaf Mute Fund. 
Bishop Keator Scholarship Fund. 
All Saints’ Mission, Larchmont Fund. 

I have placed on file with the Secretary a detailed statement of 
all of these funds, together with the Certificate of Audit from Messrs. 
Lester, Herrick & Herrick, Certified Public Accountants, and would 
like to discuss briefly the Endowment Fund and the Bishop’s House 
Fund. The other funds, with the exception of the St. Andrew’s 
Church of Tacoma, in which there are total investments and cash of 
a book value of $16,933.43, and the Diocesan Emergency Fund, in 
which the total investments and cash amount to $3,932.81; and, also, 
the Bishop’s House Fund, which will be referred to later in this re- 
port, are small funds, whose capital account runs from a few dollars 
up to around $600 or $700 at the most, and I will not take your time 
today to go into detail regarding them. 

The Episcopal Endowment Fund is the fund, as you all know, 
out of whose income a substantial portion of the Bishop’s salary is 
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paid. In the year just closed the income from investments in this 
fund amounted to $2,798.28. There was remitted the sum of $2,000.00 
by the Diocesan Council to supplement the fund on account of the 
Bishop’s salary. For several months this year, due to the almost im- 
possible task of collecting the assessments from the Parishes, it be- 
gan to look as if the Bishop’s office would not be able to take care 
of any substantial portion of the Bishop’s compensation. Fortu- 
nately, however, in the past 90 days, due to splendid work on the part 
of some of the Parishes, collections have improved, and we can at 
least report that the salary has been paid in full for this year. 


On the closing date of January 15, we had in the Endowment 
Fund bonds of a book value of $40,641.84; mortgages of a book value 
of $15,483.34. The only delinquency on our mortgages, amounting in 
$25.62 interest, has been paid since the closing date. 


You will recall that last year the Convention gave the Finance 
Committee of the Diocese the authority in the case of the Bishop’s 
House Fund to use a portion of the principal, up to an amount equal 
to the taxes and assessments paid on the Tacoma lots, for the pur- 
pose of servicing the loan on the Bishop’s house in Seattle; this be- 
ing necessary due to the inability of the various Parishes to pay 
their assessments, from which the $100 a month contribution to the 
House Fund had heretofore come. This was done, and, as a result, 
the interest on both the first and second mortgages on the Bishop’s 
house was paid and the loans are in good standing except for princi- 
pal payments, which we have not been able to make. 

The House Fund today consists of $1,471.91 in Parish notes of 
long standing, which can be regarded as uncollectible; book value 
of bonds of $3,579.50; and an equity in the Bishop’s house with a 
book value of $5,441.30. The fund owns, in addition, the two lots on 
Yakima Avenue in Tacoma, for which no buyer has been found to 
date. It is hoped that the Parishes will be able to pay assessments 
this year to an extent that the regular payments of $100 a month to 
the Treasurer can be resumed from the Diocesan Council so that we 
may again make the principal payment on the first mortgage; the 
November payment on which is past due, and for which we will be 
called upon again in May and November of this year. 

The St. Andrew’s Church Fund in Tacoma, which is a trust fund 
for that church, has a total capital investment at this time of $16,- 
933.43; $15,869.19 being represented by book value of bonds; $1,064.24 
in cash; the largest part of which will be invested directly. Earnings 
from this fund last year were $850.59. $700.00 was remitted during 
the year to the Mission.
